Cainrs 12-20 are rejected under 35 U.S. C, 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
.eary et al. (U.S. Patent 3,B82,721, in view o, Catagrei et a,. (BPO 0100715). 
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Regarding Cairns 12 and 14, Neary e, ai. teaches a means ,or connecting a 
.eater against the interior walls o, a vane (68, and a electrically instating disc that ,s 
coated with a type of conducting grease (Column 3, Lines 1-12). 

Regarding Cairns 1 3 and 16, Neary at a,, teaches the claimed invention with the 
exception of the ceramic blocKs held against two electrodes wrapped in an electrically 
insulating «m with a positive temperature coeff,cien.. However, electrodes that are 
wrapped in some type of insulation are well Known and common in the art. For 
example, Catagrel et al. teaches a wind device that discloses ceramic hlocKs held 
against two electrodes wrapped in an electrically insulating flm (21 , Page B, Unes 4-23) 
with a positive temperature coefficient (Page 2, Lines 31-36), 

ordinary s.,1 in the art to modify the invention taught by Neary et al to include the 
ceramic blocKs and electrodes taught by Catagre. eta,, for the purpose Of accurately 

measuring wind direction. 

Regarding claims 16 and 17, Neary et al. teaches a vent (39, that appears to be

3. Applicant's arguments filed 12/1 9/02 regarding claim 1 1 have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. In response to applicant's argument, the Neary 
et al. appears to teach an insertion orifice located near the base shown in Figure 2, 
wherein the vane (13) is clearly inserted through a base or plate (1 1) in which the wire is 
inserted through an opening in the vane (See element 15). 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 2-20 have been considered but are 

moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
